New Delhi, the 23rd November, 1992 

G.S.R. 890 (E) —Whereas certain draft rules further to amend the Andairan urd Nicctar Islands 
(Entry of Sea G:h £ Vessels in the Ports) Rules, 1972 were publish'd as required by sob-section ( 2 ) of section 
$ of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) in the Gazette of India Pari>II section 3 sub-stetien (i) under the 
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Notification of the Govt, of India in the Ministry of Surface Transport (Ports Wing) GSR No. 655 (E) 
dated 2-7-1992 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be effected thercl> brfrrc the 
expiry of 45 days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which the notification is 
published are made available to the public. 

And whereas the said Gazette were made available to the public on 6-8-1992. 

And whom as no objections and suggestions have been received from the public before the expiry of 
the period aforesaid. 

Now, therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 6 of the said Act, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules namely:— 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Enliy of Sea going Vessels in the 
Ports) Amendment Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Entry of Sea Going Vessels in Ports) Rules, 1972 after rule 
20, the following rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

“21. Signals to be made at the Ports 

(i) All signals shall be made by vessels by using the International Cede of signals and shall be 
acknow lodg'd by the Cede pendant being hoisted at the Flag Staff mast hoi d. 

(ii) Morse, Flags, Flash light, Semaphore, VHF/HF Radio telephone may be used as means 
for communicating signals to the Port Signal Control Towers. 

(iii) All vessels shall call station by using Flag 7 by day and bj flashing ‘Z’ at short intervals 
to call at stations. 

(iv) AH night signals shall be made in one hoist, with the lights in a vertical line one ever the 
other not less than one metre apart. 

(v) Flags used by vessels for sending signals shall confirm to the following specificat ions, namely:—
